“Commissioners, as empowered by law, have sold 
many landed estates the property of the church. 
The universal impression was that these proceeds 
were kept in the shape of “a floating balance” at the 
hank. It would appear, however, fram the ap- 
parently inspired statement of a morning contem- 
porary, that the proceeds, under the name of a 
“ perpetuity fund,” is vested in stock, and, conse- 
quently, bears interest either of 3 or 33 per cent. 
This makes no difference whatever as respects the 
pressure of the charge upon the clergy. It proves 
this, however, that in order to render residence 


upon a benefice possible, the clergy must 
pay to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, for 
the loan of church funds, 1 per cent., or 


a half per cent. more than that body could obtain 
from other sources on equal security. As to the 
improper inference “ that some purties were trading 
“on this money, and enriching themselves at the 
é expense of the church,“ it is not ours. The Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners must give credit for this 
suggestion to the defender of their recently published 
rules the Daily Express. 

We objected to these rules” no matter by whom 
drawn up, or on what authority —that they are 
harsh, and will prove the source of great expense to 
the clergy who hold small benefices. It is unjust 
that the holder or successive holders of a living for 
‘he next thirty years should provide at his or their, 
appointed thereafter. Why should the incumbents 
_ ef small livings be compelled to provide free resi- 
dences for their successors? Moreover, why should 
an incumbent pay interest on the loan of church 
property to enable him to provide a residence, not 
only for himself, but for all future incumbents ? 
Why should this “perpetuity fund” be increased 
at the expense of the clergy? Would it 
not be quite enough if it were kept undi- 
minished ? The perpetuity fund would not be 
esse d one farthing thirty years hence if portions

veare. We cannot see the benevolence or the 
charity of increasing this perpetuity fund for the 
future, by muleting the clergy for the present. 

We objected, and still object, to the complicat ed, 
troublesome, and expensive processes marked out by 
these rules.

If there be 
stones, or trees, or old materials on the glebe, these 
must be valued by competent authority. There 
must be documents drawn up in all due form, of 
vourse by solicitors; these must be served upon the 
interested parties, perhaps by those mysterious 
officers called Apostles.” If episcopal petro nage 
be extended so as to comprise builders, architects, 
„aud contractors, who will not work without “fees, 
episcopal trouble will be multiplied enormously. It 
is idle to say that the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
are otily the executive, and thet the Legislature alone 
is to blame. Who drew up the bill which gave these 
powers? Are we to be told that the Ecclesiastical! 
Commissioners were not consulted on the matter, and 
that its regulations were not approved of by them? 
The dignity and character of many members of the 
Pcclesiastieal Commission are such as call for the 
veneration of all; but we fear that this Commission, 

e so many others, is formed of high personages, 

he ere members of innumerable boards, and whose 

functions prevent their devoting the neces- 
sary sttention fo documents drawn up by their 

ents. 

Te would have been highly satisfactory if the 
Actendere of these rules bad authoritatively informed 
the clérgy that the prelimiuary charges, architects 
fees, solicitors’ costs, &c. would be defrayed by 
the Commissioners, or that the solicitors and architect 
of che board should prepare plans and mortgages 
free of charge. It would have assumed the ap- 
peerance of equity if the additional interest charged, 
say by the Legislature, over and above what could 
be obtained elsewhere, was intended to defray the 
preliminary costs. We quite agree with the senti- 
Went, that there ought to be a matual good under- 
stauding between the clergy and the Ecclesiastical 
(ommissioners,*but how can this good understanding 
exist if one party must, under compulsion, suffer 
by the “ administration” of the other? The present 
clergy must increase the perpetuity fund ; they must 
pay all preliminary expenses, which we foresee will 
be great; and they must provide, out of their own 
pockets, fit and proper residences for their successo: = 
for all time, with the most submissive feeling and 
the most unlimited self-sacrifice.

To reach the Emperor and the Mandarins was the

Pekin; the other was by the destruction of Yuen- 
ming-yuen, the favourite palace of the Emperor, and

At Yuen~ming-yuen the tablets of the dynasty were 
preserved, on the safety of which, in the opinion of 
the Chinese, the existence of the presént reigning 
family depends. By the people the palace was held 
in great veneration, from its being the constant resi- 
dence of the Emperor, and the place where all the 
great princes and nobles of the empire assembled ; 
the gardens and buildings were famed for their 
beauty throughout China, and immense sums were 
yearly on their maintenance, It was the 
scene of all the intrigues and gaieties of the Court. Is 
was there that the great ptions and levecs were 
held, and there that the Emperor had his concerts, 
evening parties, and private theatricals, when, it is said, 
he mixed on more lamiliar terms with those invited 
than we imagined could exist in the ceremonious Court 
ot Pekin, an obeisance to the Emperor on his entering 
aud leaving the hall of reception being the only cere- 
mony performed, 

„ The high walls and open spaces that surround the 
Imperial city inside Pekin, separating it entirely from 
the city itself, would, to a certain extent, have protected 
the people from injury in the event of an attack having 
been made upon it, but the Allied Commanders-in-Chiet 
telt themselves precluded from adopting this course on 
account of the conditions they had granted to theChinese 
on the surrender of the Au-ting Gate. The destruction 
of Yuen-mingsyuen was therefore finaily decided on.

, on artificial hills, some of them 300 and 400 
teet in height, with forest trees of all kinds covert 
their sides, through the green foliage of which w 
seen the yellow-tiled roofs of the various Imperial 
residences, A large lake lay buried in the midst of these 
wouded hills, with two or three islands on it, with pio- 
turesque buildings, joined to the mainiaad by quaint, 
but beautiful stone bridges. Ona one side of the 
lake, extending upwards of two miles, winding in and 
out among grottoce and through flower gardens, 
roofed in by flowering creepers, was the favourite walk 
ot the Emperor and his Court ; in some places, where 
the palaces came to the water’s edge, the walk was 
carried past them on a light and beautiful stone terrace 
overhanging the lake. Ihe high mountains of Tartary 
lorming the background made it, while it certainly was 
one of the most curious, also one of the most beautiiul 
scenes | had ever beheld. 

‘Two days were required effectually to set fire to and 
destroy all the buildings and walks of Y uen-ming-yuen. 
Much valuable property that it was impossible to re- 
move was destroyed. It is said that it exceeded two 
miliions sterling, exclusive of the building. 


ENTRANCE OF LORD ELGIS AND SIR HOPE dur INTO 
PEKIN, 

On the morning of the 24th Lord Elgin and Sir 
Hope Grant entered the An-ting gate, accompanied by 
an escort of 600 men and 100 officers irom the regiments 
at Pekin. The Commander-in-Chief, with the head 
quarters and his persona! Staff, roile a little in front of 
Lord Elgin, who was carried in his State chair by six- 
teen Chinese, dressed in scarlet; his horse, saddied, 
was led behind him, andthe members of the Em bassy 
rode on either side. 

The 2ad Division, under Sir Robert Napier, lined 
the streets, and as Lord Éigin passed followed at inter- 
vervals, taking up strategical positions along the line ot 
route, in case treachery was intended by the Chinese. 
Considerable crowds lined both sides of the road ; they 
were extremely orderly, merely evincing great curiosity 
to get a glimee at the Great Harbariau“ by attempting 
to peep into his chair as he passed by. 

CEREMONIAL OF THE CONVENTION, 

The Board of Ceremonies is about three miles and a 
half from the An-ting Gate, and it was past 3 o'clock 
before the procession arrived there. Dense crowds sur- 
rounded the entrance and fliled the streets and squarcs 
in front aug on every side of it, The guard formed up 
on either side of the courtyard, where the dais on which 


the ceremouy Was to take place opened. The officers 


ranged themecives on the leit of the dais, the place 
ot honour, and on the right were assembled a number 
of Mandaring, At the back of the duis were two small 
tables and chairs, that on the lett for Lord Eigin, 
he one on the right tor Princo Kung. Ciose to Lord 
Kigia’s chair Was another for the Commander-in-Chief; 
in either side, at right angles, were ten small tables and 
chairs tor the high oilicers of each nation; behind them 
win Was another row, lor the accommodation of other 
officers, 

As Lord LÉ gin's chair entered the gate the troops 
presented arms, and he bands played Gad save the 
Queen.” His clair was carried tothe front of the dais, 
when Prince Kung advanced to receive him, avcoom pa~ 
nied by all the Mandarins, A cold bow from Lord 
Kigin, and an anxious hesitating salutation from Prince 
Kung, and Lord Éigin passed at once to his seat and 
sat down, motioning Kung to take the one vn his right, 
which is considered the lowest. A table stood in the 
widdle of the space, in front of which the boxes contain- 
ing the convetition and treaty were placed. 

Business was immediately commenced by Lord

OUR MILITARY ORGANISATION. 
“ Sepe ego audivi apud milites eum primum esse virum 
qui ipse consulet quid in rem sit.” 

The following hes been addressed to the editor of the 
London Times :— 

Sir,—The interests of the navy have recently been 
well promoted by the discussion and ventilation of 
matters intimately connected with its well-being, both 
in your columas and the pages of other powertul con- 
temporaries ; and although, doubtless, erroneous state- 
ments have been put forward, and ideas mooted of a 
chimerical aud impracticable nature, yet, provided the

“ good truit in due season.” Nay, already, has not the 
Admiralty that after all iron is harder 
than wood ? 
While thus in furbishing up one side of our 
war shield, w it not be well before the old year exe 


pires to glance ab the other side, and satisfy ourselves 
whether any cobwebs adhere wit? In other words, 
1 would inquire whether our present military organisas 
tion, eyuipment, and tactics are in keeping with the 
material development and spirit of the present age ? 
In attempting a reply to & question so large in its 
I shall at present confine myself to the special 
reference it has to the necessity of developing and 
retormiog our mili system commensurately with the 
immense w has been made of late years in 
the invention of implements of destruction; and, with- 
out entering into technical details, | shall briefly endea- 
vour to prove under this head the existence of great 
anomalies. 
Three important consequences must follow the intro- 
duction of rifled small arms and ordnance into our 


army. 

T. That henceforth every individual soldier should 
possess a rudimentary knowledge of his weapon, and of 
the best mode of using it under all circumstances. 

2. That the system of field exercise and evolutions 
of the army should be made harmonious with the 
altered condition of modern warfare, 

3. That the dress of the soldier should be adapted 

to the new requirements demanded of him on service 
in presence of an enemy. 
As yet the first only of these three points has re- 
ceived any attention ; and in reference to this it is not, 
I believe, too much to say that, thanks to the normal 
schools instituted at Hythe and Shoeburyness, every 
soldier in the British army has been made conversant 
with the use of his rifled gun, and with the simple ele- 
mentary principles on which are based the subsequent 
practical results. All credit is due to those who, in 
spite of professional prejudice. dogmatic obstructiveness, 
and cynical indifference, initiated a system which has 
converted (however y) the pipeclayed automaton 
into the thinking unit of an army. 

With regard to the second proposition, it 1 — 
almost incredible that with the rifle of 1860, dealing 
death at a distance of more than 1,000 yards, we 
should actually retain the evolution of more 
than a century back, adapted as if is to the exi- 
gencies of a weapon of which it has been said that 
the probability of hitting a man with it at 300 yards’ 
distance was in the ratio of a farthing to the national 
debt of Great Britain; yet such is the case, and 
ove seeks in valu for a parallel illustration of so incon- 
gruous an anomaly—uniess, indeed, it could be found in 
the picture which the iron-clad Warrior, now lying at 
Woolwich, would tif fitted up with the self-same 
engines and — whieh propelled a ferryboat íor 
the first time through the waters of the Clyde in the 
year of our Lord 1812. 

But it has been gravely argued, in extenuation of so 

t an incongruity, that it behoves the general 
officer to adopt and modify his formation aad mane@urres 
on active service to the circumstances of the situation; 
iw other words, in the “tug of war, amid all the ex- 
citement and indistinctness of a battle-field, the gene- 
ral is expected to improvise a new system of tactics 
for the occasion; he is suddenly to unlearn and 
abandon the mode of action and drill which, from the 
first day he entered the service, he has been ordered 
“scrupulously to adhere to,” and for any deviation 
or dereliction from which be is threatened with that 
Frankenstein of the service, “ the reeponsibility.”

THE NEW FOREIGN WINE DUTIES. 

The following are the new Customa Duties Regu- 

lations in reference to the new wine duties, which come 
into operation on and after the lst of January, 1861, 
vig.:— 
The board have again had under consideration the 
instructions which it may be desirable to issue for the 
guidance of the offivers with reference to the provisions 
of the Customs Duties Consolidation Act, 1860, under 
which wine, on and after the let of January, 1861, will 
be liable to different rates of duty, according to the 
quantity of spirit contained therein, and the importation 
of wine is to be restricted tu such ports as may be ap- 
proved by this board. 

“ The rd rescind their general order 74,1860, pre- 
scribing the course to be pursued in ascertainiag and 
recording the strength of wine in casks, and specifying 
the ports into which wine may be jmported, and direct 
that the following regulations observed in lieu 
thereof, vis.:— 

“1, That the entry of wine on importation be allowed 
under the general term of red or white wine, as now 
required by the tariff, without cailing on the importer 
N. the particular rate of duty to which it 
may be liable. 


. That, with the view of unn 


be liable being first ascertained, and, if afterwards 
entered for shipment, that it be in like 
manner to be exported; but if it be intended for 
home consumption, that one cask in cach mark, or more 
it deemed necessary, be tested by distillation previous 
to entry; and in cases in which the number of casks of 
each mark exceeds cight, that not lesa than one in eight 
be tested in the same manner ; and that the same course 
be adopted when casks of wine are removed under the 
warehousing reg the rate for being noted 
in the dispatch.
